Introduction 

1* The Purpose of this memorandum is to provide the Support 
Staff general operating procedures governing the IHC Support Staff 
liaison with the SIGINT Committee’s Intelligence Guidance Sub- 
committee (IGS). These procedures are attached for your information 
and noting. 

General Policy 

2. The general policy is that the IHC Support Staff will 
provide guidance to the IGS on information handling matters within 
the purview of the IHC. The Staff will advise the IHC when 
differences occur and when policy guidance is required. The Support 
Staff will consult with the IGS when notified by the IGS. 

3. Request that any suggested changes to the attached 
procedures be provided to me at an early date.

General Operating Procedures For 
IHC Support Staff Liaison with the IGS 


Objective 

1. To ensure that the guidance provided by the Intelligence 
Guidance Subcommittee (IGS), SIGINT Committee, USIB, is consistent 
with information handling efforts related to the Community Inform- 
ation Handling System (USIB-D-71. 1/3, 10 October 1968 and approved 
by USIB on 17 October 1968) . 

General Policy 

2. The IGS will notify the Support Staff when the Subcommittee 
Is considering appropriate drafts of Group B intelligence guidance 
for each subelement of the CCP. 

3. The Support Staff will review the IGS guidance and recommend 
changes to the IGS. 

H. The Support Staff will advise the Chairman IHC and, as 
appropriate, the IHC when: 

a. Agreement cannot be reached between the Support Staff 
and the IGS. 


b. IGS draft guidance (as formally transmitted to the

outlined by the Community Information Handling System or specified 
by the USIB. 
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
